


STATEMENT OF AGREEMENT:

\
Based on the above-stated facts, the Village/Township hereby agrees to participate in the
Interlocal Agreement and authorize an election in the Village/Township. The date of the election
shall be November 3, 2020 and the amount of the proposed surcharge shall be up to $35.00 per
housing unit, and will be collected for ten (10) years (2021-2030) on the winter ad vai]orem tax
bills. The Leelanau County Planning Director is designated as the individual to negotiate the
Interlocal Agreement with the municipalities and townships within the county and each

municipality within the County will have until July 31, 2020 to approve an Interlocal Agreement
with the county. Commercial businesses will not be subject to the proposed surcharge.

All funds so collected under PA 69 of 2005 shall be administered by Leclanau County in
accordance with the Leelanau County Solid Waste Management Plan.

Nothing stated in this Agreement precludes the Village/Township from providing its own
curbside recycling program in compliance with the Leelanau County Solid Waste Management
Plan.

The persons signing this Agreement certify by their signatures that they are duly
authorized to sign this Agreement on behalf of said parties and that this Agreement has
been authorized by said parties.

Supervisor’s Report - Tim stated that on April 3 the Township reached a mediated
agreement with Bo White.

Tim has been invited to be part of the Sugar Loaf Townhouse annual meeting which will
be held virtually. Chet Janek and Patricia Soutas-Little will also be present. A
Brownfield application has been received by Leelanau County and is on the agenda for
April but due COVID protocol it may not be heard until June.

Zoning Administrator’s Report — Jan read Nello's report: Nello received three land use
permit applications, two were incomplete. Guided out of town builder on how to use the
Township website. Talked with Tim Cypher about his role and duties and when projects



should be handed off to him. Took possession of computer and documents from Bruce
Buchan. He had a lengthy phone conversation with attorney Peter Miller asking about
sitting a vodka distillery with potential tasting room on parcel in Bohemian Valley. Nello
told him it was not an allowed use in the Agricultural District but may be appropriate in
other Districts.

Maintenance Report — Due to the COVID 19 protocol. Tim states that he has not asked
to have the dock installed or the porta potty placed.

Review/Update Cedar Area Fire and Rescue — Chief Comeaux discussed how the
Leelanau County Emergency Service Departments have come together and developed a
regionalized response plan for the county. Cedar Fire and Rescue offered their back up
ambulance to be staffed as a response unit. Had five calls yesterday for potential COVID
19 cases. They are working to reduce the amount of viral load to the crews.

Rick states that currently Glen Lake has absorbed the lion's share of the expense.

Tim applauded what the departments are doing.

Tim stated that a couple board members terms are expiring and we need to have a motion
to reappoint each member.

Not sure when we will know due to the
protocols in place. Justin Kelenske said the job should start in late June and should be
completed in July.
